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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT/COMMENT 

Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following statement is for reasons for the indication of the allowability and 
withdrawal of the previous office rejection regarding claims 1-14: 

Applicant's argument with regarding to the rejection of claims 1-14 has been 
persuaded. The teaching relied upon by the Examiner in the prior art of record to U.S. 
Patent 6.254,518 to Suzuki are neither suggested nor taught the print heads groups 
corresponding to each color being mounted upon a printer carriage, thus the printer 
does not provide scanning with respect to the carriage traveling in the main direction. 

Pertinent Prior art 

2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

U.S Patent 6,244,688 to Hickman discloses nozzle heads group corresponding 
to each color. However, the number of nozzle heads, resolution are the same for 
different ink color. 

U.S Patent 6,257,699 to Tracy et al. discloses nozzle heads groups offset 
arrangement in at least three lines perpendicular to the main direction so that the lines 
are mutually overlapped in the sub scan direction (flg.3). However, Tracy does not 
disclose the number of heads for one color group is larger than other color groups, and 
the print resolution for the one color is larger than that of the other color.
